I.  Program Description:
MSCL's Regulatory and Other Technical Services Program provides testing support for regulatory enforcement
required by state law (agro-chemicals, petroleum and related products, foods, etc.).  These programs are conducted
jointly with the Department of Agriculture and Commerce, the State Board of Health (MSBH) and Department of
Marine Resources (DMR). The testing alone alone will cost the state over $5.1 million if conducted in the private
sector. Our laboratory has provided extensive regulatory, laboratory and consulting services to every county in the
state. It also provides chemical and physical test data and advisory services to state agencies, city, county and other
state government units, industries, universities, and private citizens to help promote state economic growth.  Some
services requested by private citiizens are paid for on a "fee-for-service" basis.  This revenue-neutral income (IAS) is
used by MSCL under legal authority to offset incurred operating costs.

MSCL's Regulatory and Other Technical Services program provides statutorily mandated chemical and physical
analytical test results on samples of commercial consumer products, manufacturing raw materials, process
intermediates, and related samples.  Interpretations, recommendations and advice for safe or effective use may be
offered in the report to support regulatory enforcement activities. 

Future Vision

1. Rebuilding our present capabilities - Our instrumentation needs have reached a critical stage. Most of our
instrumentation is over 15 years old and needs to be replaced due to obsolescence. This will require a capital infusion
of about $200,000 per year for the next five years to comply with the present regulations.  
2. Establishment of a monitoring program to guard against imported contaminated feed and food products entering our
state commerce - This will require an additional influx of capital of $300,000 per year for the next five years.
3. Establishment of a monitoring, research and industrial support program to insure the quality of new fuels being
introduced into the market place (biodiesel, alcohol, biofuels, etc.) - This will require new instrumentation at an
approximate cost of $400,000 per year for the next three years.

MSCL's Sponsored Research Program provides technical management and scientific assistance to other MSCL
scientists and technical managers engaged in conducting basic and applied research in support of the regulatory mission
of the Office of the State Chemist.  Research is supported by various State and Federal agencies, and by private
industry.  Operations are conducted through the Office of Research, Mississippi State University, as well as the Office
of the State Chemist.  Funds for research come from granting or contracting agencies or firms.  For FY2010,
approximately 4% of funds appropriated or earned by MSCL will be used in administrative support of these research
and/or contract economic development activities.  External Research Funds generated by use of State "Seed Money"
for these programs are extremely variable and have ranged from $300,000 to just under $1,000,000 annually for more
than a decade.

MSCL conducts major programs of federal, state, and industrially supported research on chemical, physical and
engineering, oriented problems under Federal, State, and private sponsorship.  Research is managed through
Mississippi State University, Office of Research as well as through the Office of the State Chemist.  Activities are
reported to the Mississippi Fiscal Management Board and Granting or Contracting Agencies through MSU.  About 4%
of MSCL's GF/IAS appropriations are spent in support of administration of these research programs.

BASIC FUNCTIONS OF THE MISSISSIPPI STATE CHEMICAL LABORATORY (MSCL)
SUMMARY OF REASONS FOR INCREASING ACTIVITIES

The Mississippi State Chemical Laboratory (MSCL), authorized by Sections 57-21-1 et seq., Mississippi Code of
1972, cooperating with the Mississippi Department of Agriculture and Commerce (MDAC) and the Mississippi State
Department of Health, assures quality, labeling, and safety of fertilizers, animal feeds, adulterated or mislabeled food,
and petroleum related products in Mississippi.  It develops specifications and regulations dictating the quality of these
commodities in cooperation with the MDAC.  It performs chemical analyses of pesticides, feeds, and fertilizers and
agricultural liming materials sold in the state to support regulatory action of the MDAC and its Bureau of Plant
Industry, (MDAC/BPI).  MSCL also has responsibility for providing analyses in support of regulatory programs for
control of misbranded or adulterated food (SB 2220, 1997). To support state requirements for daycare agencies in the
state of Mississippi, MSCL tests playground dirt and paint from the facility for lead.  Recently, the state of
Mississippi has mandated that poultry farmers have litter from each hen house tested for nutrients (N, P, K) and the
MSCL has provided this support.

In addition to these regulatory activities, the MSCL analyzes private water supplies, provides assistance to industry,
performs analyses for farmers, hospitals, doctors, veterinarians, and police agencies and provides other analyses of
interest to the state's citizens. The MSCL has the responsibility to respond to chemical contamination in the State that
may ultimately impact human welfare. This past year it provided critical support in response to the Gulf Oil Spill,
testing seafood for contamination by oil components in support of reopening the state's waters to commercial fishing.
It conducts research on scientific problems of chemical or biological nature that are of importance to the state and its
people. The MSCL analyzes petroleum and antifreeze products in cooperation with MDAC's Consumer Protection
Division; the MDAC performs field sampling, gas pump labeling and calibrations, and corrective field action
follow-up enforcement on defective or mislabeled petroleum products, including diesel fuels, gasoline, kerosene,
antifreeze, and oils.

The MSCL has four Divisions supported by General Funds from the Legislature this year. These are the Chemical
Regulatory, Industrial and Agricultural Services (IAS), Petroleum Products, and Research Divisions.

MSCL's Sponsored Research has funded projects through the Department of the Interior, Fish and Wildlife Service,
the State of New York, the US Environmental Protection Agency, the FDA, the USDA, the USGS, the Army Corp of
Engineers, Mississippi Land, Water and Timber agency and Mississippi's Department of Environmental Quality.
These project accounts are reported through Mississippi State University's Office of Research. The State Chemist
reports through MSU's Vice President for Research to the President and the Board of Trustees, IHL. The MSCL has a
Base Support Research budget for applied research programs to develop and validate analytical methods for its
internal operations, and to manage extramural Lab research.

Summary Explanation of Requested Funding.  MSCL-Base Operations Budget (Major and Minor Object Accounting

We request FY2012 General Funds of $1,743,501 for Base Continuation, plus we have requested authority to spend
$486,023 from earned funds generated by our IAS Division. 
A small portion (4%) of the FY2012 funding is for continuation of our "Sponsored Research" programs. These funds
provide resources for management/oversight, general support and cost-sharing funds to engage in federally and other
funded research contracts at levels now about $676,014/year.  

(1) Salaries, wages, and fringe benefits (1000, 2000, 3000).

It is important to note that the MSCL has critical staff needs to be met in the future.  We have lost several key
positions in previous years due to retirements that we have not been able to fill due to recessions in appropriated
funds.  These positions have provided critical support for analysis of chemical constituents that dictate the quality of
products sold in the state, as well as contaminants in the state's food supply.  MSCL's ability to respond in a timely
manner to emergencies concerning food contamination has been severely hampered by our inability to fill these
positions due to budget reductions.

(2) Travel (4000) and (4100)

Petroleum Products Lab scientists travel to regional meetings of ASTM (American Society of Testing and Materials).
Other lab scientists must travel to essential training courses and national scientific meetings held once or twice each
year (American Chemical Society, Association of Official Analytical Chemists, Pesticide Conferences, ASTM,
Institute of Food Technologists, etc.), in order to stay abreast of new chemical methods, trends in Federal Regulations
and Contract Programs and to meet with their administrative and scientific peers from other states engaged in
regulatory, research, and service programs comparable to those of the MSCL. MSCL's travel budget is inadequate to
support our research, product regulation, and industry assistance travel needs. Last year we subsidized our Lab's
General Fund Travel budget from other earned income. We will continue to subsidize this line in this manner, but
even with this subsidy we must choose not to participate in some critical meetings because of the inadequate funding
of this line item. We are forced to omit meetings vital for coordination of regulatory, service and research functions.
Travel is essential in conducting IAS and Chemical Regulatory Division programs, which include court testimony,
field sampling, and meetings with industrial clients on samples.

(3)   Contractual Services (5000)

These funds pay for cylinder rentals associated with the use of compressed gases for gas chromatography, for postage
and telephone use, repairs and maintenance contracts of equipment used for our programs and professional dues and
fees for various memberships in methods and standards setting organizations. Costs of services continue to increase
dramatically. Local and long distance phone service, repairs of office and scientific instruments, including
maintenance contracts, as well as the cost of transportation of things cost more each year.

(4)   Commodities (6000)

We are placing the 2% inflation increase of $34,186 in this line item. Laboratory supplies continue to escalate in
price and though additional money will help to offset these increases, it will not bridge the gap. Each year the

analyses we are doing become more complicated and more costly. We are expanding our work in groundwater and
agricultural contamination evaluation and protection, and must continue to deliver rapid and accurate results in these
areas as well as provide critical support to other state agencies responding to the Gulf Oil Spill. We must provide our
method development scientists with basic chemicals, solvents, and disposable supplies. Commodities are the raw
materials of a chemical lab, and are essential for our operation. 

(5)   Capital Outlay (8000)
       Capital Outlay, Other (8100)

This line item must pay for all our manuals, books, journals, etc. The current level of funding is insufficient to obtain
key reference materials.

(6)   Capital Outlay, Equipment (8200)

A major need of the laboratory continues to be the replacement of obsolete equipment items. Some of the equipment
is old, slow, labor intensive, and requires large amounts of reagents creating disposal/environmental problems and
increasing expenditures on commodities. Major external factors have affected the funding of replacement of obsolete
instrumentation.  This has been due to severe funding cuts from FY01-10.   The general fund salary line of the MSCL
comprises about 100% of the general fund appropriation, and most operating costs are paid from other earned
income. The budget shortfall has impacted all areas of the laboratory.  The State Regulatory sections have
unanswered needs for additional automated or updated equipment, which would facilitate more efficient operation
and services.  These equipment needs can be addressed adequately only by a minimum yearly appropriation of
$500,000 for the next ten years. 

(7)   Subsidies, Loans, and Grants (9000)

These funds are used to reimburse Mississippi State University for overhead items such as accounting, security,
library, etc. We need to continue the improvement of our facilities.
